What is Going on with the ARRL? 


This is a snippet of the July 21, 2019 DX-World article 
entitled SV2RSG—Mt Athos. SV2RSG - Mt Athos 


It is apparent that Monk lakovos lives on Mount Athos 
and holds a Greek Amateur Radio License. There are 
numerous articles about him including ones written 
when Monk Apollo's was alive, endorsing him as a 
monk who lives on the Holy Monastery in Mount Athos. 
The leaders who have oversight of the region have ap- 
proved him as the amateur radio point of contact to the 
rest of the world. Recall that the purpose for a station 
in this region is for emergency communication. They 
have little or no other means. Nevertheless, the ARRL 
says this is not sufficient. Do they question anyone 
from a separately administered entity, say like Puerto 
Rico, if they are not operating from that entity. Do they EE 
question portable operations by US amateurs to acces- =" "==" *#s" = ==" 
sible US territories? All we need is our license and a 7 
equipment and we are good to go!

If the ARRL is looking for their 
approval why do they approve all the others they re- 
ject? It is an upside down world!
